placo la in the nature of a ukcU'ss ssacrl- 
fice, j\jiy other nation, even though 'it 
had the strength of fjermiiny or Friince, 
would! make' peace at tiie frontier. But 
the Boers are not iilic any other nation. 
They arc fighting for their iiisiituthuis 
and tbplr covtutry, and lUej.' are not con- 
trol led by the views that obtahi among 
uiilltary www or Htntesmeu of Europe. 

The conditions of battle on tiie Tfaiis- 
vnnl Iroiilier, il must U> remembered, are 
not like those that have p'revallcd in 
any other gi'cat war. Where nrmlca are 
of about the Hniiiu strength, aud where 
the field ot oporationa is large, an enemy 
may he attacked aud defeated in detail. 
There la little chance for this in the Or- 
ange Free State, There will be less in 
the Transvaal, The cireumMtnncea, the 
narrowing field of activity, the great 
strength and mobility of tbo British army 
compel the Boen*! to a strictly defensive 
campaign. Tiiey cannot detach com- 
mands,, ns could the gcnernla in our civil 
war, to surprise an enemy on the Hank 
or to crush an Ifiolatcd division. 

Prnclicnily, there ore no Ifjohited divis- 
ions In the British army. Gen. Kobcrts 
is moving ids several army corps on con- 
verging lines on positioiia of vital Im- 
portance to the Boers. Tlie latter can- 
not exhaust themselves In fruitless eu- 
deavors to stny tho morch; they cannot 
penult tbemselvoa io lie diverted by a 
threntCDing movement In one (jnnrler 
while their lines are broken in another. 
Under the elreumstances they are follow-, 
Ing military precedent, and acting on ap- 
proved princlplci ot strategy in retiring 
to a position whore to give battle will be 
to advance their own cause and not to 
wqakcn It, 

It la not known whore the Boors will 
make their stand agnin.st Lord BobcfrtB 
nor iiow atrenuouaiy they will defend Pre* 
torla. Thulr lenders fiiiy that when Pre- 
toria falls the Bocrrt will retreat to the 
mountains oiid euntiuue to figiit while 
life lasts. The Boer envoys in this coun- 
try jinving failed In tiielr misHlon to in- 
duec the United Stntea to Intervene in 
behalf of the republlia, the Boers liave 
now only two nltcrnutives, that of suv- 
reod^ or of fighting to the fast ditch. .A.c- 
cording to the envoya the latter will be 
their cbolco. The envoya vere told by 
Secretary of State Hay thae.this Gov- 
ernment could not in terrene in behalf 
of the republics.

The Qoestloii of tbe Cenfios Questions. 

The objects of the federal censtiH are of 
three kindi; To fnroiali a basis for the 
ftpporiionnient of repreacntativea in the 
lower hotise of congress; to ttacertatn the 
growth of.the United Stat«s in Dutaters, 
wealth flnd iadustrj'; aad to investigate 
the social orR^aizatione and institutionB 
which determine the growth of population 
and wealth. The Erst ip aconstitutionaJ 
□eceasity, the second a study of facte, and 
the third a Btudy of cauEee, 

Probably no Bocial institutioD is eo inti* 
mately connected with the growth of pop- 
oJation as that of inarriaBe, In inveatigat- 
lag oiarital conditioBs the law re<]utTea 
about each person a statement whether he 
or she is single, married, widowed, or di- 
vorced, if manied, bow many years the 
marriage has tasted; if a mother, bow^ 
many childrpti dhe boA had, and how many 
ef these children are now liTinfr. 

From (be answers to the questtonn it is 
poesible to determine the birth rat«, the 
prevalence of marriage, the proportion of 
irotnen and children to the whole popula- 
tion, the duration and fmitfulnesa of mar- 
ria{!;e. iio far as the power and importance 
of nations aro dependent upon the size of 
the population, to that extent is the accur- 
ate determination of these questions a 
matter of public necessity. 

In the United States there wonld seem 
to ho little daniter of a decline in the popu- 
lation. But even when we are sure that 
the population is growini;;, it iaetill neces- 
eary to Icnow how it is growing. The mil- 
lions of India are increaeinc, but it is by 
a process of many births and many deaths. 

In good ye,irs millionj^ ore bom; in times 
of famine millions die, and population in- 
creases because a few more are bom than 
die. It is (irowtb, but savage growth. 
There is a more eicellent kind of progress, 
that resulting from the combination of a 
moderate birth rate and a small death rate. 

The marital statistics collected by the 
censQd are in many respects very interest- 
ing. Tbtis, the extent and power of the 
nnti-morital forces can be estimated in a 
way by ascertaining the proportion of peo- 
ple between 55 and 64 years of pge who 
have never been married. Census' statistics 
show that the proportion of unmarried 
females between these ages is greatest in 
the ea«t, in North Carolina, Rhode Island, 
and Massachusetts, for instance, white the 
proportion is Binallest in the west. South 
Ditkotb, Utah and Oklahoma bringing up 
the rear in the order named. Men, on the 
contrary, are far more likely to remain 
single in the west than in the east. The 
proportion of unmarried men botween 55 
and 64 is lowest in the southern states, e.g., 
ArkanBR<i, Alabama and Gear([ia, and 
greatest in tlio block of western Btales west 
of the Mississippi. In Nevada 88.2 per 
cent of the males between 55 and 64 have 
never been married, Idaho coming next 
with 32,4 per cent, Montana next with 
29.5 per cent, etc. 

That marriage is still preeminently the 
sphere of women seems to be indicated by 
the fact that more women marry than loen, 
and they many at' earlier ages. Thus, 
only 31 per cent of females 15 years of age 
and over are unmarried, while among males 
of the same ages the proportion is 41 per 
cent. Taking girls and boys between 16 
and. 20 years of age, it is found that one 
out of every ten girls is married, while 
among the boys the proportion falls to one 
■ in two bun dxed . Theite were the propor- 
tions in 1890. "Whether these conditions 
have changed since then is a question that 
can only be answered by the census of 1900.

■ This past ■;^'Eek has been faTOEable'fpr 
form work, lind excellent . conditions for 
growth of vegetation have prevailed. The 
rain of the previous week put thb ground 
in qootl condition with regard to moisture, 
and in some places good rains.have since 
fallen. Throughout most of ^ the state,, 
however, the end of the week- find&,tlie soil 
in need of mora rain, though 'croiftliave 
not begun to suffer for lack of/'it,^ The 
temperature throughout the week' has aver- 
aged above normal, thus augmenting the 
favorabiencBB of conditiona for growth. Itf 
general the condition of all crops at the end 
of the week, except wheat, is good. . In the 
northern' district tha prospect for wheat 
continue gwd, and in some parts of the 
southern district they have improyed, but 
the ravages of the Hessian fly have contin- 
ued in both the central and southern dis- 
tricts, and the condition bos deteriorated 
during the week. Much wheat is headed 
in the central and southern districts. The 
condition of the bay crop eecms generally 
favorable.' The rain of the previous week 
started a rapid growth of all grasses and 
this growth continued through the week. 
The weather is again 'becoming dry for 
this crop. In a few counties in the extreme 
north, and in parts of tJie cintral and 
Boutherii' districts, the bay crop is. said to 
be poor. The condition of clover is gen- 
erally not so good as that of timothy. 
Some clover is being oitin thesonthem 
district. Com is generally making good 
growth, but there is oonfiiderable complaint 
of cut-worms. Oats, potatoes and garden 
products continue to grow nicely. A large 
acreage of stock peas is being Beaded in 
the southern district,- The fruit prospects 
have deteriorated eoraewhat. Fruits are 
dropping badly in many places. This is 
especlaiJy true of apples.' Many reporters 
say that fruit trees ore dying.

Predicts a Uorse Fanilne. 
Colonel 'William F. Cody, familiarly 
known as "Buffalo Bill,'* prophesies .that 
we sbatl have a horse famine in this country 
next year. He advises fnrmers and ranch- 
men to go into the business of raising j^ood 
horses, od the demand for thenr will he 
greater and the prices better than for many 
ycard, . Colonel Cody's opinion is that all 
the talk, about bicycles and automobiles 
driving the horse out of business is non- 
sense. Horse breeders were frightened 
'when the bicycle became fashionable, be 
snys, and "the magnificent herds that used 
to make the prairies of Texas, Colorado, 
Wyoming, Jdabo, and-Nevada fairly roar 
ond.tremlile beneath their hoofs ore re- 
duced to small bunches." Consequently 
the prices of horses are 40 per cent higher 
than they were two years ago, and he pre- 
dicts that the advance wilt he more rapid 
in the future. If Americans were to fur- 
nish the horses required by the British in 
South Africa at the present time, our 
market would become exhausted. As it is, 
we are on the eve of a famine in horseBesb, 
and it will be several years before slock- 
raiseis can relieve it.

its flowery tribute of respect, and today, at 
this Bocred honr. we properly commend the 
deeds of those who fell in the awful shock 
ot battle, and of those who were spared to 
enjoy the blessings of returning peace. In 
every cemetery and church-yard, from the 
'Atlantic to the Pacific, the graves of the 
soldier dead will be sought out and dec- 
orated with fragrant flowers and fluttering 
flags. In that awful conflict Almighty 
G6d was arbiter and Hie decision rested 
with the union army, I understand that 
even in the south there is gladness that the 
north was victoriouB, We are a union to- 
day in word and deed. In the Cuban war 
the north and the south, the blue and the 
gray fought side by side . under the Dtors 
and stripes, the most unselfish- war any 
soldiers ever fought. Tbe American name 
stands high on tbe roll of honor and comes 
out of . the horrors of war with uhsulled 
glory and reflects to the^ world such noble 
pictures of sympathy and' love that man- 
kind will never tire looking at them.
